ln« lia na poiia 
News. 
It w as of the old fa shioned 
sort all through, with four or five men 
doiug nearly all the work and a bout 
twenty men lounging a bout on conven­ 
ient piles of lum ber and logs and of­ 
fering good 
advice. 
The ma nner in which the ca bin wa s 
"ra ised” w a s not the only interesting 
fea ture connected with it. 
On Ea ster 
da y of 1897 W illiam W a tson Woollen 
of India na polis wa s wa ndering a long 
Fa ll creek between MlllersvtUe a nd 
wha t is now the Benja min Ha rrison 
a rmy post when he "discovered” Buz­ 
za rd’s Roost. 
It wa s simply a n un­ 
na med tra ct of forty-four a cres of 
wilderness, a nd its primitive sta te a p­ 
pea led to Mr. Woollen's love of na ture 
In the rough. 
He determined to be the 
owner of tha t forty-four a cre®, a nd In 
a few months he wa s. 
When he “ dis­ 
covered” the tra ct a ma n told him of 
the number of turkey buzza rds tha t 
were in the ha bit of roosting in a big 
tree on the la nd, a nd therefore Mr 
Woollen gave to it its present na me. 
He bought the la nd tha t a bit of 
primitive India na might be preserved 
to the future genera tions, a nd the log 
oa bln is a pa rt of this scheme. 
The 
çtty of India na polis is to receive the 
ta a ct of la nd a nd the ca bin some da y 
without cha rge, a ccording to Mr. Wool­ 
len’s pla ns, when he no longer 1» here 
to eujoy it.

Tree» 
ha d been cut here a nd there out of 
Bnza a rd’s Roost forest in such ma nner 
tha t their loss would uot be noticed, 
a nd these logs ha d been dra gged to the 
top of the hill, where there wa s a sma ll 
clea ring in the thicket.

ha d been hewed roughly luto sha pe. 
Mea nwhile a big ba sement of cement 
blocks ha d been built. Then the ca bin 
ha d b®en built up a bout three log» 
high by men hired for the work.

suit w ith them, and about 
a il there> 
wa s for him to do w as to hand up tool» 
occa siona lly to the men on the w a ll4 
a nd to keep out of the wa y of the men 
who w ere earry iug the logs. 
The cabin is practically two ca bin» 
of 
one room esca a nd a ba sement* 
connect« ! by a covered porch, a nd! 
ea ch room Is eighteen feet squa re. In 
ea ch will be a big. old 
fa shioned flre- 
pla ce with a crane. In one a sla ter of 
Mr*. 
Woollen, Mrs. Pruenetta Ma p« a © 
of Vincennes, will m ake her home, a nd 
the other is to be fitted up for a sum* 
mer school for nature study . A libra ry 
of suitable books will be 
furnished a nd 
a big table aud plenty of easy cha irs

Weekly W eather Bulletin. 


There was a m arked deficiency in 
mean tem p eratu re for the week end­ 
ing Monday, Ju ne IS, the deficiency 
averag ing abou t 8 deg rees in the cen­ 
tral and the northern districts, and 
4 deg rees in the sou thern district.

Springfield, June 19 — J. A. W heel­ 
er, sta te game commissioner, ha 3 re­ 
cently received from England 5,500 
pheasants’ eggs which have been di­ 
vided among 300 hens on the state 
game preserve south of the city. 
The eggs came through wrapped 
in sea moss and only eight 
were 
broken. The time was ten days. They 
will begin to hatch the first week in 
July and at lea st ninety per cent of 
the eggs are expected to produce a 
chick. 
This makes over 10,000 eggs of 
game birds which are under hens on 
this farm.

Fies were always a strong point ot 
mayoralty banquets, and the recipe of 
a city of London pie has been banded 
down to posterity from the sixteenth 
century. The recipe runs as follows: 
"Tak e eight marrow bones, eighteen 
sparrows, a pound potatoes, one-quar 
ter pound eringoes, two ounces lettuce 
stalk s, forty chestnuts, one-half pound 
dates, a peck of oysters, one-quarter

The late Rol>ert Barnwell Roosev elt, 
uncle of the president, was held in 
high esteem by the chief executiv e, 
who always look ed forw ara to tlieir 
annual reunions with the greatest of 
pleasure, says a W ashington dispatch 
to the New York Tribune. 
Of late 
years, on account of the president's 
manifold duties, which made It wrell 
nigh impossible for him to spare the 
time to go to Sayv llle, Mr. Roosev elt 
had done most of the v isiting to his 
nephew 
The last time the president 
went to Sayv ille was In the summer 
of 1904, when he rode horseback across 
Long Island from Oyster Bay In com­ 
pany with his boys. 
Mr, Roosev elt 
paid the president a v isit last winter, 
arriv ing in Washington without trou­ 
bling to send any adv ance notice of his 
coming. The old man uev er paid much 
attention to the subject of clothes, pre­ 
ferring to wear what was most com­ 
fortable, and so when he arriv ed at 
the door of the White House office 
building one morning the doork eepers 
thought him some v enerable farm er 
who was "seeing the sights."

him Into the president’s 
office In less 
time than it tak es to set this type. 
The president happened to be In the 
cabinet room at that moment and did 
not see his uncle’s entrance. This did 
not disturb the old 
man In the least 
howev er, for he 
threw himself Into 
one of the big leather 
armchairs, took

We owe our immunity to our atmos 
phere, which serv es as a bullet proof 
cuinnss for the world 
When a meteor 
enters the atmosphere the friction pro­ 
duced by its gigantic speed mak es it 
flash up lik e the arrow of Acestes, only 
more so. The heat thus produced, just 
as a brak e showers spark s from a car­ 
riage wheel or a lucifer match lights 
on the box. is sufficient to consume the 
meteor as if it were suddenly cast into 
a furnace heated to three or four mil­ 
lion degrees. 
Obv iously the smaller 
meteors are utterly consumed before 
they hav e penetrated far into the at­ 
mosphere, which their fate has shown 
to rise to a height of about 120 miles. 
Only a v ery large one can descend to 
within twenty miles of the earth be­ 
fore being burst by tbe expansion due 
to heat and by tbe resistance of the 
air. The fact that fragm ents do occa­ 
sionally reach the earth is the t>est 
proof of the great size of some of the 
meteors that we encounter. 
If it were 
not for the "blessed air” the explosion 
of them all. with the accompanying 
ferv ent heat, would tak e place in our 
midst. It is safe to say that such a 
state of things would render our great 
towns uninhabitable.
